In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-11 and 19, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid and constructs comprising a DR-4 
nuclear receptor binding site. 

Group II, claims 12-16 and 20-22, a method of testing heme modulating compounds. 

Group I reads on DR-4 receptor binding sites from the group of 7 patentably distinct 

polynucleotide sequences comprising one of unrelated SEQ ID NOs: 1-7. Group I reads on DR- 

4 receptor binding sites from the group of 3 patentably distinct polynucleotide sequences 

comprising one of unrelated SEQ ID NOs: 8-10. Should applicants elect Group I, one of SEQ 

ID:s NO 1-7 must be selected. Should applicants elect Group II one of SEQ ID:S NO 8-10 must 

be selected. This is not a species election requirement. See Examination of Patent Applications 

Containing Nucleotide Sequences, 1 192 O.G. 68 (November 19, 1996) e.g. 

Nucleotide sequences encoding different proteins are structurally distinct chemical 
compounds and are unrelated to one another. These sequences are thus deemed to normally 
constitute independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 121. Absent 
evidence to the contrary, each such nucleotide sequence is presumed to represent an independent 
and distinct invention, select to a restriction requirements pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 1 121 and CFR 
1.141 et seq. Nevertheless, to further aid the biotechnology industry to protecting its intellectual 
property without creating an undue burden on the Office, the Commissioner has decided sua 
sponte to partially waive the requirements of 37 CFR 1.141 et seq. and permit a reasonable 
number of such nucleotide sequences to be claimed in a single application. 

It has been decided that, due to the high burden placed on the Office to search sequences, 
ONE sequence constitutes a reasonable number for examination purposes. Applicant is required 
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to elect ONE independent and distinct sequence. Examination will be restricted to only the one 
elected sequence. The search of no more than one selected sequences may include the 
complements of the selected sequence and where appropriate, may include subsequences within 
the selected sequence (i.e. oligomeric probes and/or primers). 

PCT rules teach "Any international application must relate to one invention only or to a 
group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept (PCT Article 3(4)(iii) 
and 17(3)(a), PCT Rule 3.1, and 37 CFR 1.475)." PCT Rule 13.2 requires that unity of invention 
exists only when the shared same or corresponding technical feature is a contribution over the 
prior art. The inventions listed as Group I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
because they lack the same or corresponding technical feature. The "technical feature" of 
Groups I-II is a DR-4 nuclear receptor binding site, which is shown by Kaul et al (AC097637.2; 
sequences 153093-153266) to lack novelty of inventive step and does not make a contribution 
over the prior art. Thus the special technical feature of Groups I is not shared by Group II and 
the inventions are distinct as listed 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise include all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance with the provision of MPEP 821 .04. 
Process claims that depend for or otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable produce 
will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or 
allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 
CFR 1.116; amendment submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312.

In the event of rejoinder, the requirements for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR LI 04. Thus to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 USC 101, 101, 
103 and 112. Until an elected product claim is found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction 
between product claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that 
are not commensurate in scope with an allowed product claim will not be rejoined. See
